Annual  Report  1935. 


In  submitting'  their  Annual  Report  and  Accounts  for  the  past  year 
the  Committee  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  of  thanking- all 
those  who  have  given  their  help  and  support  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Subscriptions  and  Donations  show  a  decrease  respectively  of 
£ 6  13s.  Od.,  and  £ 9  17s.  Id.,  and  the  Committee,  while  expressing 
their  gratitude  for  all  contributions  in  money  or  in  kind,  would  like  to 
appeal  to  Subscribers  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  their  friends  the  urgent 
need  of  funds  to  enable  the  good  work  of  the  Hospital  to  be  carried  on. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  is  rather  less  than  last  year,  the 
average  being  12  daily,  against  14J  daily  last  year. 

The  Hospital  buildings  have  been  well  maintained,  and  are  in  a 
good  state  of  repair  outside  and  inside.  The  telephone  has  now  been 
installed  and  is  proving  of  great  service. 

The  Committee  desire  to  extend  their  thanks  to  the  Management 
of  Smedley’s  Hydropathic  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  their  kindness  in  sending  a 
gardener  to  attend  to  the  Hospital  garden. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  the  Visiting  Physician,  Dr. 
MacLelland,  and  the  Consulting  Physician  for  their  services  to  the 
Hospital  during  the  past  year.  They  also  desire  to  thank  the  Matron 
and  her  Staff  for  the  efficient  way  their  work  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year  that  has  just  ended. 

The  Committee  reg'ret  that  during  the  past  year  Canon  the  Rev. 
J.  W.  Kewley  has  passed  away.  He  was  a  Trustee  of  the  Hospital  and 
a  member  of  the  Committee  for  a  great  number  of  years,  and  his  kindly 
interest  in  the  Hospital  will  be  very  much  missed. 

They  also  regret  that  Mr.  J.  B.  Marsden-Smedley  has  been 
oblig'ed  to  resign,  owing  to  pressure  of  business,  from  the  Committee 
after  many  years  useful  service,  but  Mrs.  J.  B.  Marsden-Smedley  has 
been  good  enough  to  offer  her  services.

Every  Annual  Subscriber  of  one  pound  (^i)  shall  be  entitled 
to  recommend  one  patient  yearly  and  have  one  vote  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  and  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  for 
every  pound  (jQi)  subscribed  and  shall  have  one  vote  for  every 
ten  pounds  (^io)  in  addition  to  the  first  {jQi). 

A  Donor  of  twenty-five  pounds  (^25)  to  be  called  a  0  Life 
Donor”  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  annually  and 
shall  have  one  vote  fer  life  and  so  on  in  like  proportion. 


In  order  to  obtain  admission  a  patient  must  first  obtain  a 
recommendation  from  a  Life  Donor,  Subscriber  or  Donor. 


The  charge  for  each  male  patient  shall  be  twenty-one 
shillings  (21  /-)  per  week  and  for  each  female  patient  seventeen 
shillings  and  six-pence  (17/6)  per  week  for  board  and  lodging, 
payable  in  advance,  which  shall  cover  all  expenses  except 
washing  and  medical  requisites. 


All  applications  must  be  made  by  letter,  addressed  to  the 
Secretary  (or  Matron,)  and  must  be  accompanied  by  letter  from 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Clergyman,  Minister,  or  other  responsible 
person,  to  whom  the  applicant  is  well-known,  stating  his  or  her 
inability  to  pay  more  than  the  Hospital  fee  of  21/-  for  males  and 
17/6  for  females  per  week,  also  by  a  Medical  Certificate  or  State¬ 
ment  as  to  the  complaint  from  which  the  applicant  is  suffering. 
The  patient  must  not  leave  home  until  he  or  she  receive  an 
intimation  that  he  or  she  can  be  received  into  the  Hospital. 
Urgent  cases,  however,  may  be  admitted  without  a  recommend¬ 
ation  by  the  proposed  patient  paying  a  subscription  of  one  pound 
(£1)  in  addition  to  the  fee  mentioned  above,  provided  that  the 
other  conditions  set  forth  in  this  rule  be  complied  with. 


Relations  or  friends  bringing  in  or  taking  away  patients 
may  have  only  necessary  accommodation  inside  the  hospital 
(including  meals,)  for  which  they  shall  be  charged  five  shillings 
(5/-)  per  day.

Extract  from  Rules — continued. 


Children  under  five  (5)  years  of  age,  cases  of  Infectious 
diseases,  cancer  or  of  advanced  consumption,  cannot  be  admitted 
into  the  Hospital. 


Patients  who  are  strong  enough  shall  be  required  to  give 
such  assistance  in  the  general  work  of  the  Hospital  as  the  Matron 
shall  direct. 


No  ordinary  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
Hospital  for  a  longer  period  than  four  (4)  weeks  without  the 
sanction  of  the  Committee,  subject  to  the  advice  of  the  Medical 
Staff ;  but  special  cases  will  be  considered  and  dealt  with  as 
occasion  may  require.
